The attention of the Bureau is called to the fact 
on 6/26/62 subject was very difficult to interview.

Near the end of the interview subject was asked whether 
or not he would be willing to submit to a Polygraph examination 
as to answers given by him during the interview of 6/26/62. 
Subject stated he would not be willing to take a Polygraph tost 
concerning answers given by him during the Interview. Subject 
declined to give any reason for his unwillingness to take a 
Polygraph test. In this connection, subject was asked whether 
or not he would take a Polygraph test as to his negative answci's 
to the questions as to whether or not he had furnished any 
information to the Soviets, as to whether oi' not he had been 
recruited by the Soviet Intelligence Agents and whether or not 
he had made any deals with the Soviets in order to obtain pei*- 
mission to retiirn to the United States.

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 

Tho April 6, 1960, edition of ”Tho New York Timec” newopupoz* 
contained a full-page advertisement captioned "IVhat Is Really . • 
Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba Committoo 
(FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation of tho FPCC In 
New York City and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the 
truth about revolutionary Cuba" to ..neutralize the distorted 
American press, ' ' 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January'" 10, 1961, Dr, 

CS^ARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER as 
organizers of tho FPCC. He also testified ho and TABER obtained 
funds from the -Cuban Government which wore applied toward the cost , 

' of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during tho first 
two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby Influence FPCC 
policy. However, during the past year this source observed there 
has been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize tho 
role of- these and other organizations in the FPCC so that today 
their influence is negligible. 


On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that tho 
National Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 799 
Broadway, Now York City. According to this source, the position 
of National Office Director was created in the Fall of 1962 and 
v/as filled by VINCENT "Tod" LEE, who now formulates FPCC policy. 
This source observed LEE has followed a course of entertaining 
and accepting the cooperation of many other organizations 
including tho CP and the SV/P when he has felt it would bo to hio 
personal benefit as well as tho FPCC's. However, LEE has indicated 
to this source ho has no intention of permitting FPCC policy to bo 
determined by any other organization. LEE fools tho FPCC should 
advocate resumption of diplomatic relations botwoon Cuba and tho 
United States and support tho right of Cubans to manage tholr 
revolution without interference from other natlona, but, pot 
support the Cuban revolution per se.

Information being furnished has been gleaned from 
a review of the original Bureau file (105-82555) and original 
Dallas file (100-10461) on Lee Harvey Osv/ald and from the 
December 3, 1975, Bureau letter to the Attorney General 
captioned "Assassination of President John F. Kennedy" which 
set forth the results of an FBI inquiry into Hosty 's knowledge 
of the Lee Harvey Oswald visit to Mexico City prior to 
President Kennedy's assassination. (U) 


Contrary to Lilly's contention, a "SECRET" 

October 22, 1963, alrtel from Dallas to the Bureau, bearing 
dictator initials of "JPH", advised FBI Headquarters that 
SA James P. Hosty received Information from Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, Dallas, Texas, on October 18, 1963, 
Q;hat "...an individual, possibly identical with Lee Harvey 
Oswald, was in contact with the Soviet Embassy in Mexico City.

Bureau file serial 43 corresponds 
to Dallas serial 48 and is classified '‘SECRET". (U)

A review of the Dallas Field Office file reflects 
that Hosty, the case Agent, was routinely furnished classified 
information and communications in the Lee Harvey Oswald case. 
Also, on November 22, 1963, Dallas received a November 19, 1963, 
cormnunlcatlon from the V/ashington Field Office containing 
classified information relating to Oswald's visit to Mexico City. 
Bureau file 105— 82555~78 sind Dallas file 100—10^161—57 • J 

This communication was routinely channeled to Hosty 
as Indicated by Hosty 's name appearing in the appropriate 
place in the block stamp. Hosty 's name v/as then crossed 
out and the serial v/as initialed to file by Supervisor Howe. 

It appears that this communication, v/hlle originally directed 
to Hosty, v/as retrieved from channels by Supervisor Hov/e after 
the assassination on November 22, 1963, whereupon he crossed 
out Hosty 's name in the block stamp, as v/as done on Dallas 
serials ^l 8 , ^9 and 50 , and initialed them to file in order 
that a complete file on Oswald might be assembled. Hosty may 
or may not have seen this serial prior to the assassination 
on November 22, I 963 , but there is certainly no data to suggest 
he v/as ever denied classified information pertinent to his 
case on Osv/ald prior to the assassination. Classified infor- 
mation v/as contained in the Osv/ald file and Hosty was free 
to review same. (U) 

Past research in the Lee Harvey Osv/ald file discloses 
no justification for a statement that Bureau regulations would 
have precluded interview of Oswald prior to the assassination 
of President Kennedy in October or November, 1963* A 
December 10, 1963, memorandum from J. H. Gale to Mr. Tolson 
referring to the Osv/ald investigation, states in part, "His 
v/ife should have been Interviev/ed before the assas^nation — , 

and Investigation intensified-not held in abey^ce£after 
Oswald contacted the Soviet Embassy in Mexico j/j^/hile reference 
to ■•'investigation intensified" does not speclflT^ly state 
that Oswald should have been Interviev/ed, there is no justi- 
fication for assuming that an intensified investigation v/ould 
have excluded an interviev^/ of Oswald. An Agent with Hosty 's 
experience (EOD January 21, 1952,) would be expected to conduct 
the interview of a security subject v/lthout compromising 
classified information. Also, Oswald had been interviewed 
previously by Bureau Agents on June 26, 1962, August I 6 , 1962, 
and August 10, 1963* (U)
